U. S. LARGE 


COPPER CENTS 
by Earl A. McBrayer 
(4th article of a series on grading) 


More has probably been written 
on the subject of the large cent 
than on any other series of U.S. 
coinage. Much of this literature 
is from the viewpoint of the 
specialist. Famous numismatists 
like Crosby, Chapman, Doughty, 
Clapp, Newman, and Sheldon, a 
few of the large cent students, 
have written books and papers 
on the many varieties to be found 
in the large cent series. 

The majority of collectors, 
however, are satisfied if they can 
obtain one large cent of each 
year of issue in order to fill their 
albums. U.S. large cents were 
struck from 1793 to 1857, inclu- 
sive, except in 1815 when there 
was a fire in the U.S. mint. 

The scarcest dates are 1799, 
1804, and 1793. According to 
mint records there were plenty 
of the scarcest date, 1793, coined 
(over 900,000) but their rarity 
is probably due to the soft metal 
which was used by the mint. 
Many were consigned to the 
melting pot after rapid wearing. 


There are quite a number of 
large cents besides 1799 that are 
good investment items for the 
collector, even if the coins are 
worn and in only ‘good’ con- 
dition. Cents dated 1806, 1809, 
1811, 1813, 1821, 1823, and 1857 
all have increased steadily in 
value even in only ‘good’ con- 
dition.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON SOME 
POPULAR COINS. 

1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on wheat 
stalk and Lincolns ear are a good spot to 
look for wear. On a coin classed as very 
good most lines should be showing, on a 
coin graded fine they should be sharp. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus Unum is 
legible on coins graded good, clear on coins 
graded very good. One graded fine should 
have full liberty. 


5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good coin edge 
of word Liberty may be slightly worn, but 
on one graded very good the word Liberty 
is clea: anc one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full horn, a 
coin classed as very fine has full horn and 
tail snuws on hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch lines on 
fasces, on co'us ciassed very good some 
fasces lines show, a fine coin should have 
most all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who ave just starting 
to collect, here are a few suggestions and 
some advice. First, a coin guide book is 
a must. They can be purchased for $1.00 or 
more for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, types, 
how coins are made, and other news of 
help and interest. Most coins can be found 
in circulation. As you are making your 
set always try to improve the worn coins, 
Value of coins depends greatly on the 
condition. Never clean or polish coins un- 
less you are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There are handy 
cleaning kits available for this purpose. 
Coin insert folders and other supplies can 
be obtained at your dealer. You may also 
notice that the age of old coins do not 
make them rare. There are some late date 
coins minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What makes 
one coin worth more than another are by 
these factors: Amount of coins minted, 
availability, collectors demand and any 
unusual die strikes. Coins can be obtained 
through purchases, by auctions or trading 
with collectors. Mint sets can be bought 
by writing the Treasury Dept., U. S. Office 
of Treasury, Washington 25, D. C., at 
face value, plus postage and handling. To 
obtain Proof Sets of current year send 
$2.10 money order to Supt. Phila. Mint 
16th and Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order as many sets as 
you wish. Commemorative half dollars 


are authorized periodically by Congress. 
These halves when issued are not sold by 
the mints. they are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Congress at face 
value. The Commission then sells the 
halves at a premium.

This design by Stephen Trenka was selected from 150 entries , 
throughout Canada. Mr. Trenka claims the “Totem Pole” was in- 
spired by the raven myth of the Haida Indians. 

British Columbia Indians have protested the new Canadian 
commemorative silver dollar on grounds that the totem-pole shown 
on the reverse is that of Memloose Chickman (Death). 

Wilson Duff, Curator of Anthropology at the Provincial Museum, % 
Victoria, says the design closely follows the top portion of a Haida 
totem. But Guy Williams of the Native Brotherhood of British Col- 
umbia says it pictures the Tsimpsean Indian Mortuary totem, which 
has its crowning figures the likeness of a bear mother and its son. 
He stated that no Indian would dare handle the ‘Death Coin.” 

This commemorative dollar will be the only silver dollar struck 
by Canada for 1958.

We know of no change to be 
made in the 1957 series of $1 
silver certificates issued into cir- 
culation last October, which you 
asked us to clarify in your letter 
of March 6, 1958.

The Treasury Department is- 
sues releases on various subjects.

The Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing of the Treasury Depart- 
ment today began printing a new 
series of one dollar notes bearing 
the inscription “In God We 
Trust.” The notes will be placed 
in circulation beginning Oct. ist. 

An Act of Congress approved 
by the President on July 11, 1955 
provided that the inscription - 
long shown on coins - should be- 
come a part of the design of 
United States currency. It was 
agreed that the changes should 
be made in connection with the 
installation in the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing of new 
high-speed rotary intaglio pres- 
ses, using the dry-print method 
and producing 32 notes to the 
sheet. Older presses have been 
limited to wet-process printing, 
in sheets of only 18 notes each. 

Two of the new high-speed 
presses have now been installed 
and are in operation. Six more 
are to be added. 

The inscription “In God We 
Trust” on the new one dollar 
notes appears just above the 
large word ONE on the reverse 
(green) side of the notes, which 
are silver certificates. It has not 
yet been determined when other 
denominations bearing the in- 
scription will be produced,
